Isnel  warns  U N of  Syrian  incident 


JERUSALEM,  ISRAEL  (UPI) 
—The  Israel  Cabinet  met  in 
emergency  session  for  three 
hours  last  night  and  was  ex- 
pected to  warn  the  United  Na- 
tions of  what  it  considered  grave 
implications  of  the  latest  border 
shooting  incident  with  Syria. 

The  firing  flared  when  an  Is- 
raeli patrol  boat  and  Syrian 
shore  batteries  exchanged  gun- 
fire on  the  Sea  of  Galilee  Tues- 
day. Two  Israelis  were  reported 
wounded. 

The  latest  border  incident 
came  three  days  after  Israel 
announced  it  had  destroyed  Syr- 
ian outposts  on  the  Eastern 
shore  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee  after 
what  it  termed  monthlong 
“provocations”  by  Syrian  forces.

BUENOS  AIRES  (UPI)  — 
Civilian  members  of  President 
Arturo  Frondizi’s  Cabinet  re- 
signed under  military  pressure 
early  today,  relieving  the  crisis 
touched  off  by  Sunday’s  pro- 
vincial elections. 

The  military  leaders  who  com- 
pelled the  government  on  Mon- 
day to  nullify  sweeping  Peron- 
ist  election  victories  announced 
late  last  night  that  Frondizi 
could  continue  as  president  if  he 
would  form  a military-civilian 
coalition  cabinet. 

A few  hours  later,  Frondizi 
announced  the  cabinet  resigna- 
tions in  terms  clearly  indicating 
that  he  had  yielded  to  the  gen- 
erals and  the  admirals.  He  said 
he  would  form  a "Cabinet  of 
National  Union.” 

A War  Ministry  communique 
emphasized  that  only  the  Cabi- 
net’s civilian  members  had  re- 
signed— not  the  career  officers 
who  head  the  Departments  of 
War,  Navy  and  Air  Force. 

Frondizi’s  agreement  to  “form 
a “Cabinet  of  National  Union” 
was  expected  to  ease  the  tension 
generated  here  this  week  by  the 
latest  and  gravest  of  the  recur- 


rent military  crises  that 
plagued  his  regime. 


New  English 
skill  exams 
dated  Mar.  3J 

Another  round  of  Junior  Eng- 
lish Proficiency  Exams  will  be 
held  Saturday,  March  31  in  the 
Eyring  Science  Center. 

"This  test  is  a graduation  re- 
quirement which  should  be  com- 
pleted during  the  junior  year,” 
said  Charles  D.  Tate,  Jr.,  chair- 
men of  the  junior  English  pro- 
ficiency committee. 

ABOUT  40  PER  CENT  of  the 
junior  class  needs  to  complete 
the  exam,  he  said,  and  delay  in 
taking  it  may  cause  problems 
with  graduation. 

A new  ruling  in  September 
will  iiold  up  any  consideration 
of  graduation  applications  until 
the  exam  has  been  passed,  he 
said. 

"This  means  that  those  stu- 
dents who  plan  to  graduate  in 
June,  1963,  will  have  to  have 
completed  the  exam  by  Jan.  15, 
1963,  the  application  deadline 
for  June  graduation,  or  they 
will  have  to  postpone  gradua- 
tion until  August,”  he  said.  “If 
they  have  not  completed  the 
exam  by  March  15,  the  August 
application  deadline,  they  will 
not  be  able  to  graduate  until 
June,  1964.” 

THE  FRE.SHMAN  handbook 
on  writing  and  the  pamphlet 
“English  Standards  at  BYU” 
are  good  sources  for  review. 
Students  should  be  especially 
proficient  in  elements  of  theme 
restriction,  organization  and  de- 
velopment, Mr.  Tate  added.

The  big  push  in  campaigning 
for  the  final  elections  got  un- 
deru'ay  this  morning  at  6 a.m.

board and  paste  poster  jungle 
on  the  quad.

In  starting  things  off,  Brian 
quoted  from  a speech  given  by 
Stone  which  stated  BYU  is  “a 
party  school,  a school  that  pre- 
sents an  undesirable  image  to 
the  world.”  He  then  said  he 
was  in  complete  disagreement 
with  this  because  BYU  had  ap- 
plication for  scholarships  from 
2, SIX)  freshmen  last  year. 

He  quoted  figures  given  by 
President  Wilkinson  showing 
that  scholarships  were  awarded 
to  684  high  school  students  with 
grade-point  averages  above  97 
per  cent  last  year. 

ON  THE  BASIS  of  these  fig-  . 
ures,  he  said  BYU  is  not  pre- 
senting a poor  image  to  the 
world. 

Stone  retaliated  saying  he  did 
not  claim  BYU  had  a “total  im- 
age as  a party  school.”  Quoting 
from  his  speech,  he  said,  “Once 
upon  a time,  BYU  may  have  de- 
served the  name  of  party  school, 
but  in  the  past  years  we  have 
developjed  until  today  we  stand 
at  the  threshold  of  greatness.” 

He  said  that  everyone  at  BYU 
has,  at  one  time  or  another,  has 
heard  comments  about  “B  Y 
Woo”  or  the  party  school,  and 
that  although  BYU  is  an  excel- 
lent school,  the  public  still  seems 
to  hang  on  these  party  school 
terms.  Stone  would  work  to 
eliminate  the  image  these  terms 
carry. 

IN  HIS  TURN,  Stone  asked 
Brian  if  he  w'ould  have  enough 
time  to  administer  student  gov- 
ernment during  the  summer 
since  Brian  is  planning  to  get 
married  and  to  work  on  his 
father’s  ranch  in  the  summer. 
He  asked  Brian  is  he  had  ap- 
pointed anyone  to  handle  gov- 
ernment business  during  this 
time. 

Brian;  said  he  plans  to  spend 
his  weekends  at  BYU  to  handle 
business,  and  he  would  appoint 
an  executive  assistant  to  help 
handle  school  business. 

No  jobs  have  been  promised 
to  any  persons  as  yet.  according 
to  Brian. 

IN  REGARD  to  the  statement 
about  marriage,  Brian  is  en- 
gaged to  Sherry  Hale,  star  in 
the  "Great  Grasscutter”  film, 
Brian  was  asked  a question 
about  reserving  seats  for  stu- 
dentbody officers  at  games.

Hopefuls  appearon  air 


t year  will  be  a year  of  decisions,  a year 
which  will  set  our  course  for  future  times.  We  are 
entering  a new  conference,  the  Western  Athletic 
Conference.  We  will  be  meeting  new  people,  estab- 
lishing new  relationships  and  making  new  impres- 
sions which  will  characterize  BYU  for  years  to  come. 

And  yet,  at  such  a vital  time  we  find  that  the 
spirit  is  at  an  all-time  low.  In  1955  over  80%  of  the 
studentbody  voted,  in  the  primaries  last  week,  only 
33%  voted.  It  is  crucially  important  that  this  stu- 
dentbody become  excited  about  BYU,  said  the  pos- 
sibilities that  arc  inherent  in  this,  the  most  unique 
university  in  the  world.  This  is  the  most  important 
issue  facing  us  today,  and  this  is  what  should  be 
done: 

1.  Students  who  are  interested  in  getting  into 
^student  activities  must  have  the  channels  cleared, 

so  that  they  will  become  involved  with  BYU  and 
that  we  can  develop  that  "espirit  de  corps' 
is  necessary  for  us  to  move  ahead. 

2.  We  must  improve  the  academic  image  of 
BYU.  This  is  not  a “party  school"  and  we  should 
use  all  the  public  relations  media  at  our  disposal  to 
publicize  the  true  picture  about  the  BYU's  academic 
stature,  and  attract  top  high  school  students  to  BYU. 

3.  This  year  the  Senate  has  been  a farce.  It  has 
been  neither  representative  nor  effective.  As  a sug- 
gestion, senators  should  be  elected  through  housing 
areas,  and  the  Senate  should  assume  those  powers 
which  it  has  under  the  ASBYU  Constitution,  in  order 
to  have  worthwhile  things  to  do. 

4.  About  20%  of  the  studentbody  is  married. 
There  should  be  a married  students’  council  which 
would  coordinate  activities  for  them.  They  should 
also  be  allocated  a greater  share  of  studentbody 

5.  Foreign  students  should  be  broi4ght  infb  the 
general  stream  of  university  life,  and  allowed  an 
opportunity  for  self-expression. 

In  establishing  a true  picture  of  BYU,  in  creat- 
ing a feeling  of  loyalty  to  BYU  and  in  projecting 
an  identification  with  your  school,  nobody  will  play 
a more  important  part  than  the  representatives  that 
you  elect  to  office.  The  choice  is  yours.  Do  \ou 
want  to  build  a greater  BYU,  or  are  you.  satisfied 
with  the  drift  toward  apathy  and  complacency?  Do 
you  want  your  BYU  to  project  to  the  world  a bal- 
anced education,  with  well-rounded  social,  intellect- 
ual and  spiritual  goals? 

Only  you  can  make  student  activities  effective 
by  exercising  your  vote.  But  if  you  are  not  satisfied 
with  the  way  things  are  going,  if  you  can  set  your 
sights  on  a higher  goal,  if  you  are  alive  to  your  op- 
portunities, then  work  with  us  to  build  a greater 
BYU.

more  power  to  the  Senate,  proposed  assign- 
ing woi’k  projects  to  the  Senate  and  pro- 
posed to  staff  the  legislature  with  ex- 
ecutive Qfficers  through  a constitutional 
change. 

STONE  SAID  ANY  CHANGE  would 
have  to  l>e  passed  by  tlie  Senate.  However, 
he  said  the  senate  should  be  reapportioned 
because  of  lack  of  identification  with  class- 
es. He  said  senators  should  be  elected  from 
housing  areas  or  districts  in  order  to  be 
closer  to  their  senate  officers. 

Stone  said  he  felt  the  senate  has  not 
done  anything  of  importance  in  the  last 
year  and  that  it  needs  more  responsibility 
and  important  jobs  to  perform. 

Concerning  another  question,  Brian 
said  he  was  not  running  for  liis  own  glory 
but  with  the  idea  of  serving  others.
